IMMIGRATION RUSH 


IS ONLY TEMPORARY 


New York, Dec. 20.—Heavy immi- 


gration, which has taxed the facilities 
of Ellis Island, and delayed unloading 
of steamships at this port is only tem- 
porary and presages no great influx of 
foreigners that will affect 
the 
labor 


market of the 
United States, in the 


opinion of immigration authorities here. 


They estimate today that next year's 
Immigration through New York will be 
only 300,000, as compared with pre-war 
figures of from 800,000 to 1,000,000 an- 
nually. 


Few of the thousands of passengers 
arriving here* daily from ^abroad 
are 


coming to this country 
unless 
they 


have boen here before or unless rela- 
tives are already here. 
Probably 50 


percent of the recent arrivals are re- 
servists, mostly Italians, who 1'eft the 
United' States to fight for the native 
land. Many of them are American cit- 
izens, about whose admission there is 
no question. 
The balance of the ar- 
rivals is composed largely of" fathers, 
mothers, wives and children of men, 
Poles and Czecho-Slox'aks, who immi- 
grated prior to the war and are now 
fel lestablished. 


The arrivals include a large represen- 
tation of native-born Americans who 
had been unable to reach these shores 
earlier because of war conditions. Some 
of them are from Germany. As evi- 
dence of this is the fact that many ar- 
rivals have steamship tickets sold to 
them abroad four, or five years ago. 


The character of the present influx 


is considered by Representative Siegel, 
a member of the

committee as higher than ever before.

Dr. Snedden said there were more 
girls engaged in making 'cigarettes in 
New York than there are girls teaching 
school. He said there' are 60.000,000 
workers in the country, only about 12 
per cent of whom are trained for vo- 
cations. He advocated practical train- 
ing for all. professions and industries. 
Educational courses carried to suit the 
mental qualifications of pupils was ad- 
vocated by Dr. H. A. Goddard, of the 
state bureau of juvenile research in an 
address before city superintendents, sup- 
ervisors and principals. He protested 
against the present system of educating 
all classes of children together, saying 
that it was an injustice and a case of 
inefficiency to run -children of superior 
intelligence "on the same track" with 
children of low mentality. 


Children leave school in a large num- 
ber of cases because they have reached 
the limit of the mentality, according to 
Dr. Goddard. Sixty-seven per cent don't 
finish the eighth: grade, he said, .because 
for the most'part they have gone as 
far as they are mentally equipped to go.
